James 
McCarthy, of Beakeley, 


was nearly beaten ta death by two 
highwaymen last evening at Forty- 
ninth street and Telegraph avenue. 


As a result of his assault he was 
raken to the Receiving Hospital for 
surgical attendance. 
His 
face is 
badly cut up and his head is covered 
with enormous whelts and swellings 
caused by the blows. 
A terrific gash 
in the back of his head was made 
evidently with a blunt 
instrument, 
while numerous, other marks testify 
to the use of a stuffed club. 


HIS STORY. 


These things, Mr. McCarthy alleges 
are his misfortunes rather than his 
faults, and he had a thrilling tale to 
r e l a t ^ He had been looking for a 
room in which to pass tlie night in a, 
house on Telegraph avenue not 
far 
from Forty-eighth street. 
On com­ 


ing out of the building he became 
aware of the fact that he was being 
closely followed and was about 
to 
turn when he received a 
stunning 
blow on the head from a sand bag. 


STRUCK DOWN. 


Somewhat dazed, he turned to do 
battle in his own behalf, but only to 
find that two men instead of one 
were upon him. 
Blow followed blow 
tn quick succession and half fainting 
from pain, with blood-streaming down 
his face, McCarthy sank upon 
the 
sidewalk. 


THEIR OBJECT. 


Apparently J his 
assailants 
were 
either mistaken in their man or else 
were bent on othei ends than rob 
bery, for no sooner 
had 
he suc­ 
cumbed to their attack than they fled 
into the darkness. 


Summoning his strength McCarthy 
staggered to his feet and into a saloon 
where he was found by Constable 
Koch, who took him to the Receiv­ 


ing 
Hospital and then set out in 
search of fhe attacking parties. 
As 


yet no trace of them has been found. 


McCarthy was unable to give any 
description of the men, other than 
that they were Italians. 


His wounds were dressed by Dr. 
Punn, and he was taken to his home 


on Bancroft way, East Berkeley. 


His wounds, while not large, are 
deep, and may result seriously. 
In 
places cuts were made extending 
clear into the skull, but it is not 
thought that a fracture was sustained.

A paper is being published and 
the printing plant, which is already 
on the ground, is sufficiently large to 
take in any orders in that line. 


Work has been commenced upon 
a building in which woolen cloths 
will be manufactured., 
In the way of 
blacksmithing and carpentering shops 
were erected upon the first settlement 


of the colony and it is now enabled 
to do all its own work as well as that 
01 the surrounding country. 
A large 
laundry is in contemplation. 
The 
women folks will give special atten­ 
tion to the raising of flower seeds, 
plants and many of the delicacies for 


j^he table. 
Another feature projected 


is that of the bee culture. 
The num­ 
ber of Conncik, as well as members 
in each of the Councils, are constantly 
increasing. 
They have been estab 
lished in Berkeley, San Francisco, 
Palo Alto, San Jose, Pasadena, Los 
Angeles and Oakland. 
Another will 
he organized in Alameda right away. 
I'.fiy ot the members are now at 
Mark West. 
Everything is progress 
'ir.3 finely and the best kind of feeling 
pves ails ever, where amon^ the mem­ 
bers.
